UNITED MANAGERS WORKING 
ON “LEGITIMATE” SCHEME 





Reported That an Effort is Being Made to Capitalize a 
Company for the Operation of Legitimate Theatres. 
Auditorium in Chicago at Popular Prices 





Chicago, May 24. 

While E. F. Albee, Martin Beck, B. F. 
Keith and John J. Murdock were in the 
city, a long consultation with E. C. Kohl 
occurred. It is rumored that the 
New York vaudeville managers came on 
West for the purpose of enlisting capital 
to procure theatres, and establish a “‘legiti- 
mate” circuit in opposition to Klaw & Er- 
langer. 

It is said that $25,000,000 is to be the 
capital stock, and that prominent Chicago 
men of finance will be interested. The 
managers, excepting Mr. Murdock, left 
Chicago last Monday.

The impression in New York during the 
week has been on the lines set forth in 
the Chicago despatch. Messrs. Albee and 
Keith returned to the city on Friday, 
having stopped over on the way from Chi- 
cago at several cities holding Keith 
houses. 

Combined with the report that the inten- 
tion of the United managers is to organize 
a circuit of legitimate theatres whereby 
they could retaliate against Klaw & Er- 
langer for the latter’s vaudeville invasion, 
was the rumor that the trip West was made 
to induce the Western vaudeville man- 
agers of wealth to become parties to the 
scheme. 

No information could be obtained at the 
United Offices prior to Mr. Albee’s return, 
and it was said there that the object of 
the Western visit would not be given to 
the press. 

The surmise has been that the United 
managers thought an announced circuit 
of legitimate theatres would have an effect 
upon the opposition, and cause a pause in 
the present strenuous vaudeville fight, 
possibly culminating in an agreement of 
some kind whereby the large bills and other 
expensive incidentals of the situation at 
present would be avoided in the future. 
One or two acts who had been told to 
“hold off” for a week or so in the United 
Office gave rise to this. 

A rumor that Max C. Anderson had 
offered to buy out his partners in the 
Columbia Theatre, Cincinnati, and Grand 
Opera House, Indianapolis, or sell out his 
interest in these houses to them, was em- 
phatically denied. 

No announcement of importance was 
made by Klaw & Erlanger up to Thursday. 
If “Advanced Vaudeville” is to be placed 
in any other cities shortly, the decision 
to do so had not then been arrived at. 

It is expected, though, that Klaw & Er- 
langer will open a theatre in Buffalo for 
their vaudeville bills early in June, and a 
large-sized surprise may be held back in cold 
storage until an opportune moment by the 
proclamation that the Auditorium Theatre 
in Chicago will be a K. & E. vaudeville 
house, at popular prices. 

With the capacity of the big Chicago 
theatre, the very highest priced bills could 
be played there to a profit, even though 
the admission did not exceed fifty cents at 
night for the best seat. The Auditorium 


idea is said to include an admission of 
twenty-five cents at matinees to all parts 
of the orchestra. 


MUST BUILD 15 THEATRES. 


The announcement in the last issue of 
Variety of Klaw & Erlanger’s proposed 
vaudeville circuit east of Kansas City 
brought expressions of disbelief from the 
managers counected with the United 
Booking Offices, who will be opposed in 
their own theatres by the K. & E. houses. 

A prominent United manager said that 
Klaw & Erlanger would have to build 
fifteen theatres if they carried out the 
circuit, as given, and in proof of his as- 


sertion, marked off the cities on the list - 


where entrance was barred K. & E, just 
now with their “Advanced Vaudeville” for 
one reason or another. 

The cities as checked off by the manager 
are:

“THREE-A-DAY” ACTOR’S HIT. 
Chicago, May 24. 

Joe Whitehead, who, with the Misses 
Grierson, played “three-a-day” in vaude- 
ville around this section of the country, 
is now principal comedian of “Captain 
Careless,” the musical comedy running at 
the Chicago Opera House. 

His success in the piece has been so 
marked that it is doubtful whether he 
will again appear in vaudeville. The five 
Nosses, also vaudevillians; Mayme Geh- 
rue, Frank Hayes, Mark Lane, Forrest 
Huff, Emma Butler, Sophie Brandt, Wm. 
Buesing and Harry Lane are also in the 
cast. 


$80,000 PROFIT. 


When the necessary papers have been 
signed for the transfer of some real estate 
in Mt. Vernon, N. Y., George Primrose, 
the minstrel, and William H. West’s 
widow, will have a clear $80,000 profit be- 
tween them. 

Some years ago Messrs. Primrose and 
West, who were at the time heading their 
own minstrel troupe, purchased the ground 
for $60,000. The selling price now is 
$140,000. 


BECK ON THE FIRING LINE. 


Martin Beck, general manager of the 
Orpheum circuit, and an important figure 
in the present vaudeville controversy, has 
abandoned his proposed European trip. 

Mr, Beck was to have sailed on June 13 
with his family. Mrs. Beck, the two chil- 
dren, nurse and maid will travel abroad, 
but Mr. Beck will remain in New York 
to be on the firing line of the fight where 
his services are most needed. 


LEW FIELDS WANTS BIG MONEY. 

No “pikers” need apply to Lew Fields, 
if the comedian is desired for vaudeville. 

M. 8S. Bentham, the agent, made Mr. 
Fields an offer by wire on behalf of the 
United Booking Offices. Mr, Bentham 
closed his eyes when he wrote down the 
salary, but Fields came back with a cold 
sentence, and it said “Not Enough.” 

Bentham visited a gymnasium, had an 
automobile ride, purchased a new pen- 
holder, shut his eyes once more, and took 
another chance. He is awaiting the an- 
swer, which is expected to be favorable. 
Fields, if he plays in vaudeville, will ap- 
pear after the close of his show, “About 
Town,” which occurs on June 9. 


TALL OFFERS FOR SAM BERNARD. 


The vaudeville managers want Sam 
Bernard and are offering fabulous sums to 
secure the German comedian. One agent 
said he had unsuccessfully made a tender 
of $100,000 to Bernard for next season, 

Louis Wesley, of Wesley & Pincus, is 
the agent in the case, however, who ap- 
pears to be in a position to act. Mr. Wes- 
ley said that Mr. Bernard had not signed 
any contracts for vaudeville, He dismissed 
the offer of $100,000 with a laugh, saying, 
“Why, they left that figure long ago. It’s 
over $150,000 new.” 

Mr. Bernard is under contract with 
Charles Frohman, and that agreement will 
have to be considered before any vaude- 
ville engagements are made. 


LICENSES ISSUED TO THEATRES. 


The delayed licenses of the vaudeville 
houses in town, and the theatres playing 
Sunday concerts, which were held up by 
Deputy Police Commissioner Hanson, were 
issued on Tuesday last, upon the man- 
agers signing an agreement as mentioned 
in VARIETY last week. 

This agreement was drawn up by the 
Commissioner, and revised by Maurice 
Gogdman, attorney for the United Book- 
ing Offices. As the law relative to li- 
censes expressly states that the author- 
ities shall or shall not issue a license, 
giving no latitude for conditions, it is not 
believed by lawyers that the agreement 
exacted of the managers would prove of 
value. or could be used against them in 
a court of law. 


ALEC. HURLEY PROBABLY. 


Probably Alec. Hurley, who does an 
English “coster” act, will play here next 
season. At any rate Mr. Hurley will be 
in New York, on the best of authority, 
if Marie Lloyd comes over, and Miss 
Lloyd has been booked by Percy G. Will- 
iams to open in October. 

Mr. Hurley is Miss Lloyd’s husband. 
When one leaves home the other is along, 
and this simple solution is the explana- 
tion for Mr. Hurley’s American appear- 
ance, on or off the stage. 


IMPORTS FRENCH IMPERSONATOR. 


Celia Galley, a French impersonator, 
arrived this week, and. will appear for 
the first time in America on the New 
York Roof June 3. 

The French woman was engaged by Al 
Aarons, the K. & E. representative on 
the other side. She is claimed to stand 
at the head of her profession in France, 
and imitates in her repertoire foreign 
artistes who have played over here. 


UNITED DISCLAIMS RESPONSIBILITY 


The following letter has appeared in the 
foreign dramatic papers: 


AMERICAN SALARIES. 


Sir: In answer to the numerous ar- 
ticles printed in the different news- 
papers throughout Europe, especially 
those of Lundon, as to the vaudeville 
situation in America, and especially 
misleading as to our position in the 
matter of the booking of foreign acts 
for America, we, the undersigned, 
wish to say, for the benefit of Euro- 
pean managers, that in the matter of 
employing these acts we are taking 
the same conservative attitude that 
we have always maintained, and have 
no intention or any desire to enter 
into the alleged frenzied competition 
for European acts with any individual 
or firm in America, and especially not 
with the European managers. 

As far as we are concerned, the 
statements set forth in those articles, 
and the salaries quoted for artists 
who are to appear on this side, have in 
no way emanated from any of the un- 
dersigned members. 

The general condition of vaude- 
ville affairs in America is normal, and 
the erratic shouting of those who are 
proposing to go into the vaudeville 
business, and the agents who represent 
them, has no part whatever in our 
business, and we are no party to it. 

We have booked the usual number 
of European acts that we play each 
season, and no others, and that num- 
ber was selected and contracted for 
through Mr. Feiber, Mr. Marinelli, 
and Mr. Passpart some time since. 

Our principal desire in making any 
reply to the newspaper articles above 
referred to is to assure the European 
managers, for whom we ave the great- 
est respect, and whose confidence we 
have always enjoyed, that as far as 
the artist is concerned, there will be 
nothing done on our part to unsettle 


or excite legitimate business condi- 
tions.

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WHEELS SET “DRAWING” DAYS. 


The Eastern Burlesque Wheel has set 
the date for its annual drawings for next 
season’s time for June 10, at the offices 
of the Hyde & Behman Amusement Com- 
pany, 44 Court street, Brooklyn. The 
Empire Circuit Company (Western Bur- 
lesque Wheel) will follow the plan tried 
last season of assigning routes instead of 
the old scheme of drawings. The Western 
time will be allotted June 11 in the Em- 
pire headquarters, 

It is promised that next season there 
will be only one “layoff” week in the 
consecutive time of the Eastern Wheel. 
This will occur to provide for the long 
jumps from New Orieans to Kansas City, 
but later in the season a town may 
be taken to fill that in. The three-day 
“layoff” of the past season, during the 
Indianapolis week, will be provided for by 
the completion of the house now building 
in Columbus, and the new theatre in 
Seranton takes care of the three idle days 
in that week. 

The talk of the two Wheels exchanging 
towns has almost entirely subsided. Sev- 
eral of the managers, however, still hope 
that it will go through before the opening 
of the season. The “deal” was to have 
had the Western Wheel eliminate Albany, 
while the Easterners were to have given 
up Indianapolis. 

The Western likewise 
there will be no “layoff” weeks on its 
circuit next season. Last season there 
was an idle week between Pittsburg and 
Washington, but in the final weeks of the 
season this was filled by the interposi- 
tion of the Howard Theatre, Boston, in 
the Wheel. There remained then only a 
blank three days between Kansas City 
and Minneapolis. Three days of this time 
are occupied with the stand in St. Joseph, 
the other three being optional. 

Traveling companies were offered the 
opportunity of playing a series of one- 
night stands or laying off. The large pro- 
portion last season elected the latter, the 
profits of the one-night stands being rather 
uncertain. Several companies played them 
and won; a number played and lost. 

Now it is declared the Empire Circuit 
has provided a new town to take up Sun- 
day, Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday of 
the Kansas City-Minneapolis week in a 
single engagement.

BUILDING PERMIT GRANTED.

Chicago, May 24. 
Solly Fields, now with the “Casino 
Girls” playing at the Trocadero, will be 
general producer for the Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company (Eastern Burlesque 
Wheel) next season. 


EMPIRE’S MEETING IN CHICAGO. 
Chicago, May 24. 

The Empire Cireuit Company (West- 
ern Burlesque Wheel) held a meeting here 
on Monday last. Among those attending 
were President James J. Butler, J. E. 
Fennessy and Herman Fehr. 

The most important matter discussed 
at the gathering was the contemplated 
building of a theatre forthe Western Wheel 
at Memphis. It was decided that the 
Western shows for next season shall be 
enlarged and improved, also more expen- 
sively costumed than has been the custom 
in burlesque heretofore. 


LEGAL LIGHTS IN SPARROW CASE. 


While the various defendants in the 
conspiracy suit brought’ by the Sparrow 
Theatrical & Amusement Company of 
Montreal, Canada, to recover claims of 
$100,000 affect to regard the action lightly, 
they have no intention of permitting the 
plaintiff to catch them unawares, and 
when the cause comes up for trial in the 
United States Court, the old Travelling 
Managers’ Association, its individual 
members, Sam §8. Scribner and the East- 
ern Circuit Association, will be represented 
by the biggest array of counsel it has 
been possible to secure. Ex-Governor 
Frank S. Black has been approached to 
take charge of the defense. Mr. Black 
takes a long vacation at this time of the 
year and it may not be possible to se- 
cure his services. Should he decline, it is 
possible that Frederick B. Stanchfield 
will appear as attorney of record for the 
defendants. 

This movement to be provided with the 
highest talent in the legal profession was 
put in motion by the very evident dis- 
position of the Sparrow people to regard 
their case seriously. Their attorneys 
have been extraordinarily busy the past 
month or so in taking testimony in vari- 
ous cities of the United States looking to 
the establishment of a case. The Cana- 
dian firm has spent not a little money in 
this way. 

The presumption on the part of the 
Eastern Wheel men who are named as 
defendants is that the Sparrow people 
are being directed in their campaign by 
the Empire Circuit Company, of which 
concern they are members. 

According to the court calendar the 
suit comes up in the United States Circuit 
Court for the Southern District of New 
York some time in June. 


BENEFIT FOR FRANK D. BRYANT. 

A benefit will be given to Frank D. 
Bryant at the Murray Hill Theatre Mon- 
day night. Mr. Bryant was manager of 
the Behman show early this season, but 
for several months has been very ill. He 
has a family and is said to be in reduced 
circumstances. 


BEST BURLESQUE SEASON. 
Chicago, May 24. 
The Reilly & Woods show is playing 
at the Folly this week. It is a Western 
Wheel organization. From here, Pat 
Reilly will go to Atlantic City. The 
comedian has a summer home there. 
Mr. Reilly says this is the best season 
he has experienced in burlesque, and he 
has been in the business for some little 
time to even the oldest resident’s recol- 
lection. 


FITZSIMMONS IN BURLESQUE. 


The burlesque men are after “Bob” 
Fitzsimmons. Each Wheel has represent- 
ed to the ex-champion the advantage of 
placing himself at the head of a troupe 
to be called the “Fitzsimmons’ Something 
or Other.” Fitzsimmons consenting the 
Wheel obtaining him will likely organize 
an additional show. 

J. C. Matthews is Fitzsimmons’ man- 
ager. He piloted the blacksmith over the 
country the past season, playing twenty- 
four weeks of “one-nighters.” The route 
as originally laid out was on the Stair & 
Havlin circuit. A disagreement arose be- 
tween the booking office and management, 
whereupon Mr, Matthews struck out for 
himself, concluding the tour satisfactor- 
ily financially. 

BURLESQUE MANAGERS IN CINCIN- 
NATI. 
Cincinnati, May 24. 

Jules Hurtig and Sam Scribner of the 
Columbian Amusement Company, as well 
as F. W. Stair, who is connected with the 
Empire Circuit, have been in the city, 
which gives rise to the rumor that there 
may be something doing toward the two 
burlesque wheels coming together. 

Mr. Stair says that he came here to con- 
sult with Colonel Fennessey about busi- 
ness of the Western and states there is 
nothing to report as far as they are con- 
cerned. Stair also said that his visit was 
in connection with the new house that was 
being built in Montreal. 

Messrs. Hurtig and Scribner stated that 
they were here to look after the coming 
meeting of the Standard Theatre. Mr. 
Hurtig remained in the city, but Mr. Scrib- 
ner left for Pittsburg. Later in the day 
Charles B. Arnold, who has been manager 
of the Standard, left for New York City, 
presumably to consult with his partners 
about next season’s shows. 

Rumor says that Mr. Arnold will have 
another burlesque show in addition to the 
“Bachelor Club,” which he and Harry 
Hastings own. Mr. Hurtig will go to 
Dayton to look after his new burlesque 
theatre now being built there. 


33'/:% DIVIDEND. 

The Cincinnati Theatre Company, oper- 
ating the Standard Theatre (Eastern 
Burlesque Wheel), in Cincinnati, held its 
annual meeting Saturday. The same offi- 
cers were re-elected and a dividend of 
33'/,;% per cent was declared on the capital 
stock, 51 per cent of which is held by the 
Columbia Amusement Company. 

A few outsiders are in on the property, 
and through this and several other suc- 
cessful amusement ventures, Cincinnati 
has gained the impression that theatrical 
enterprises are better investments than 
Standard Oil. 

The officers of the company are Charles 
Arnold, president: Sam 8. Scribner, vice- 
president; Jules Hurtig, treasurer, and 
M. Muller, secretary. 





MAY OPPOSE IN MILWAUKEE. 
Milwaukee, May 24. 
The Columbia Amusement Company 
(Eastern Burlesque Wheel) is said to have 
its eyes fixed upon Milwaukee. The West- 
erners opened the New Star here this 
week, and the report had it that their 
opposition does not propose to leave the 
city undisputed. 


WATSON SECURES WILKES-BARRE? 


The granting of the Western Burlesque 
Wheel franchise for Wilkes-Barre, Pa., to 
Frank B. Carr seems to have fallen 
through. Now it is announced that Will- 
iam B. Watson, manager of the Oriental 
Amusement Company, Inc., has received 
the exclusive right to present the Empire 
shows in that city. 

Mr. Watson says he has about com- 
pleted the details of selecting a location. 
A plot, 70 by 150 feet, on the main street 
near the city administrative buildings and 
post office, has been secured, and here will 
be erected a theatre with a seating ca- 
pacity of 1,800. This house will split 
the week with Scranton. 

The above snnouncement is made by Mr. 
Watson. No one in the New York head- 
quarters of the Empire Circuit could verify 
the statement. One official declared that 
Frank B. Carr was told to go ahead with 
his Wilkes-Barre plans after the Cincin- 
nati meeting and there had been no change 
in this arrangement as far as he knew, 
although Mr. Carr and Mr. Watson might 
have made some private deal. 








DEATH FOLLOWS “THOROUGHBREDS” 
Philadelphia, May 24. 

Fate seems to have marked the “Thor- 
oughbreds’’ Burlesque Company. Ever 
Since the company bearing this title was 
formed there has been a death every sea- 
son. Early this season Bijou Hopkins left 
the, company to join another show and 
died. The members of the “Thorough- 
breds’’ were discussing the matter and con- 
gratulating themselves that the “hoodoo” 
had been broken, when word was received 
from Brooklyn last Saturday that Charles 
Niblo, of the dancing team of Niblo and 
Reily, had died that day of catarrh of the 
stomach. He was taken ill in Cleveland 
and left the show a week ago last Mon- 
day. 


BURLESQUE STOCK CIRCUIT. 


A three-cornered burlesque stock cir- 
cuit is being organized for the Middle 
West for the coming summer. The Folly 
and New Empire in Chicago and the New 
Star in Milwaukee will make up the tri- 
angle beginning Sunday, June 2. The 
shows will open simultaneously, playing a 
week in each house. 

Every three weeks there will be a 
change in the offerings, and each company 
will repeat around the houses. The sea- 
son will continue nine weeks. Dan Doty 
leaves for Chicago to-day to put the shows 
on. Joe Oppenheimer and I. N. Herk are 
the promoters of the enterprise. 








DINKINS’ TWO STOCK HOUSES. 


T. W. Dinkins opens his summer season 
of stock burlesque at the Lyceum, Wash- 
ington, June 3. Kennedy and Evans, for- 
merly with the “High School Girls,” and 
John Errol, of the “Baltimore Beauties” 
will be the leading comedians. Alexander 
Gorman will be resident manager. Mr. 
Dinkins will also run stock burlesque at 
the Bijou, Philadelphia. This company 
opens the same date with Sol. Meyers as 
resident manager. Both of these houses 
were under the same direction last sum- 
mer. 

To-morrow (Sunday) night is the last of 
the vaudeville concerts for the season at 
the Grand Opera House. 
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FIRST OPPOSITION IN PITTSBURG 


Pittsburg, May 24. 
The first substantial opposition in its 
own field Harry Davis’ Grand Opera 
House in this city has encountered opened 
last Monday, when the Nixon Theatre, 
under the management of Klaw & Er- 


langer, gave vaudeville. 

The Nixon is one of, if not the hand- 
somest theatres in the country. There is 
a wide sloping incline or “runway” from 
the orchestra floor to the baleony, and it 
is a strange experience for a vaudeville 
artist to play in a theatre of this mag- 
nificence, knowing it is attached to a 
“circuit.” 

The local press leans towards the Dayis 
house. The newspaper men before the 
opening expressed considerable doybt 
whether the Nixon would play variety 
shows. Mr. Davis has been firmly jn- 
trenched in Pittsburg for years. Some 
time ago B. F. Keith threatened gppo- 
sition against the Grand by the purchase 
of the Alvin. This was at the time when 
Davis had separated himself from the old 
“Association” office, and with J. H, Moore, 
M. Shea, Jo Paige Smith, Milton Aborn 
and P. F. Shea formed the MBquitable 
Booking Agency. 

It was about this time also that Klaw 
& Erlanger thought they saw a vaudeville 
opportunity, but Keith broke up the com- 
bination by buying a piece of property 
in Buffalo, and securing the Alvin in 
Pittsburg. Davis and Shea both walked 
into the Keith office to ayoid opposition, 
and Moore followed. Aborn retired from 
the agency business and has since re- 
mained out. Jo Paige Smitli was on the 
other side of the fence for a long time, 
but gained entrance into the Keith Book- 
ing Office eventually through controlling 
the bookings for Bruggenmann’s houses 
in Paterson and Hoboken. Shea is back 
in Massachusetts. 

To keep Keith out of Pittsburg, and at 
the same time have him book the Grand 
Opera House, Davis released the Alvin 
from the vaudeville magnate for $60,000 
yearly. Mr. Davis “tied up” the Bijou 
so that it eould not play vaudeville, and 
made an arrangement with Hyde & Beh- 
man whereby for a certain sum yearly, 
the Gayety Theatre, which plays the 
Eastern Burlesque Wheel  atractions, 
could not be converted into a vaudeville 
house. 

Whatever expense these various trans- 
actions to prevent opposition might cost 
Davis is borne by the Grand Opera House. 
It has played to capacity business for 
years, and can stand the pressure. 

Now comes the Dixon, the best theatre 
in town, never having played any but the 
highest priced legitimate shows, and gives 
a vaudeville bill. It caused Mr. Davis to 
book for the Grand Opera House the best 
show he, has ever played there. The 
capacity business has continued at the 
Grand this week, people being turned 
away. 

The Nixon opened light in the after- 
noon on Monday, but played to a full 
house in the evening, with a fringe two 
deep around the orchestra. A_ peculiar 
incident of the night show was that the 
gallery was filled. It has as a general 
rule required some time to acquire a “gal- 


lery” in a new vaudeville venture, and 
the early result at the Nixon surprised 
the management. 

Louis F. Werba, the Klaw & Erlanger 
general vaudeville representative, when in 
the city gave out a statement to the pa- 
pers that there would be a new theatre 
built here to accommodate their vaude- 
ville patrons. If the business continues 
at the present rate at the Nixon, how- 
ever, it is more than probable that Nixon 
& Zimmerman may ask that the same 
policy be continued at this house. The 
Lyric (Shubert) has not sufficient capac- 
ity for big bills to be played with profit. 

Provided the Nixon continues to be the 
“Advanced Vaudeville” home, it is thought 
that K. & E. will place attractions in 
the Bijou, it being understood that that 
theatre can be obtained for other than 
vaudeville by them. 

There was some newspaper controversy 
commenced between the rival manage- 
ments the latter part of last week, caused 
by a letter from 8. F. Nixon to the press. 
Mr. Davis replied to this in a printed 
interview rather sharply. 

Pittsburg is a first class show town, 
and good vaudeville will bring big returns 
to both houses. The profits will be less- 
ened by the expensiveness of the bills, 
but the Pittsburg public is not concerned 
in this phase of the situation. 

Harry Davis, when asked his opinion 
of the probable effect of the opposition 
by a VARIETY representative, said: “Oppo- 
sition in Pittsburg will mean that both 
of us will lose money. It is impossible 
to do business at a profit in this way. 
The opposition will give a good show, | 
have no doubt, and I will certainly obtain 
and play the very best. 

“There was no necessity for another 
vaudeville house here. The town could 
have been arranged theatrically among 
the managers, and we would have contin- 
ued business, without loss to anyone. The 
statement of a new theatre I place little 
faith in. Pittsburg can not support an- 
other house, and if the present compe 
tition should be ended, there would be 
an additional theatre here entailing al- 
most an absolute loss upon someone. 

“T do not consider that the opposition 
will ‘educate’ the people or build up a new 
clientele. Everyone knows the Grand. 
Among my patrons are the elite of the 
eity. I am obliged to protect myself, 
however, and that means big and ex- 
pensive shows. I intend to conduct my 
house in a legitimate business manner. 
The opposition started in to villify us, 
and I had to respond much as I regretted 
to do so.” 

Mr. Davis said that no overture had 
been made to him to join the other side. 

Louis F. Werba, William Morris, Henry 
Goldsmith and Harry Levey were among 
the New Yorkers who attended the open 
ing of the Nixon. 


SUNDAY CONCERTS IN ACADEMY. 

By an arrangement between Klaw & Er- 
langer and BE. G. Gilmore, manager of the 
Academy of Music on Fourteenth street, 
there will be “Advanced Vaudeville” in the 
Academy every Sunday afternoon and even- 
ing commencing in September next. 


DOUBT ABOUT THE VALENTINE. 
Toledo, May 24. 

The Valentine ‘Theatre after piaying 
vaudeville for a season under the Keith 
booking direction is closed. ‘here is 
doubt whether it will reopen next season 
for vaudeville.

Khe vaudeville war continues unabated 
in this city without any apparent advan- 
tage gained on either side, with the possible 
exception that the “Advanced Vaudeville” 
shows in the Chestnut Street Opera House 
have been cutting into the matinee at- 
tendance at Keith’s.

REPORT OF LICENSE COMMISSIONER.

of the legitimate and recognized agents. 

Another point that is made by the 
license bureau head is that the legal] rate 
of booking commission (5 per cent.) has 
been strictly enforced and few instances of 
extortion brought to notice.

HIPPODROME BACKERS SETTLE UP. 
Minneapolis, May 24. 

The Great American Hippodrome, under 
the management of G. J. Prescott, prin- 
cipal of the Prescott Booking Agency, 
Minneapolis, closed its three weeks’ tour 
at the New Armory here last night, 
George Lennon, the St. Paul merchant and 
baseball magnate, together with a coterie 
of St. Paul politicians, settling in full to 
Saturday night. The backers are sup- 
posed to have lost about $15,000. 

The following acts were brought on by 
Mr. Prescott under a 5 per cent. booking 
airangement, and in most cases a guar- 
antee of twenty-five weeks: Maud Bur- 
bank and her high school horse; Jeantee 
Burnell and her white Arabian high school 
horse; Little Olga, contortionist; Senorita 
Meza, contortionist; William De Van, 
principal rider; Miss De Van and her 
tandem high school horses; the Aherns, 
ground tumbling act; the Manola Family, 
heavy weight lifting; the Aerial Carriers, 
casting act; Malcolm and Shevette, triple 
bar act; Meier Family, water divers; 
Miss Delevan, bounding rope; the Flying 
Baldwins, Essie Fay’s leopards, George 
Mills’ comedy mules; the Howards, knife 
throwers; the Devater Trio, club swing- 
ers; Cavenne Brothers, wire act; Regora 
and Ray, ground and ring act; the Ros- 
sards, trick horse; McKinney, “shooting 
the flume,” and the “Grand Ballet de 
Paris,” of fifty-six. A band of thirty 
pieces was also organized for the show on 
the twenty-five weeks’ basis. 

Mr. Prescott is now negotiating with 
other backers to take the show on the 
road under canvas.

Theatre, the second Keith house, is 
awaited. Percy G. Williams nominally 
holds the lease of this theatre unless he 
has transferred it. 

With Klaw & Erlanger’s Chestnut 
Street Opera House doing capacity busi- 
ness, a fact acknowledged by the oppo- 
sition, the supposition here is that the 
United Office will open its other house to 
provide one more exit for the vaudeville 
public’s money, and placing two houses in 
competition against K. & E.’s one. 


MONOLOGUE ONLY FOR CORBETT. 
Philadelphia, May 24. 

A monologue is James J. Corbett’s act 
at the Chestnut Street Opera House this 
week. Mr. Corbett is understood to have 
preferred that he present his former 
sketch “A Thief in the Night” to 
Philadelphia audiences, but could not do 
so through the demurrer set up by Wal- 
ter Vincent, partner of Sydney Wilmer, 
who wrote the piece. 

Wilmer & Vincent book through the 
United Booking Offices, the opposition to 
the house Mr. Corbett is now playing in, 
and Mr. Vincent could not see the ad- 
vantage of giving the other house his part- 
ner’s piece even with Mr. Corbett in it. 
Mr. Wilmer is in South America. 


BRIGHTON’S FIRST BILL. 


Among the acts booked for the first 
bill to be given at William T. Grover’s 
Brighton Beach Music Hall are Geo. 
Evans, Zingari Troupe, Howard and 
North and Edward Blondell and company. 

The bookings are arranged through the 
office of William Morris. Hugo Morris 
has charge of the Brighton Hall’s bills, 
and he will also book the shows for Mor- 
rison’s, Rockaway, this summer. 


GRIEVANCE AGAINST MARINELLI. 


Complaint was laid before the Commis- 
sioner of Licenses this week by the 
Schenck-Marvello Troupe of acrobats 
against H. B. Marinelli. 

The grievance alleged that the Mari- 
nelli office brought the act to this country 
to play the N. Y. Hippodrome for ten 
weeks at $250 weekly. No contracts were 
signed, the acrobats departing from the 
other side upon cable confirmation from 
the Marinelli New York office. 

Opening at the Hippodrome, they played 
one week, when information was given 
that eithe@#%a reduction in salary to $150 
weekly would have to be accepted, or the 
engagement would end immediately. Max 
C. Anderson, of the Hippodrome manage- 
ment, stated to the act that it held no 
contract with the Hippodrome, and could 
be closed at will. 

The reduced offer was agreed to, and 
four more weeks worked out at the low 
figure, when the Hippodrome engagement 
was terminated. The act had worked 
five weeks, receiving in all for salary $850, 
less $85 for the commission. 

The expense of bringing the company 
to this country was $300, and a similar 
amount would be necessary to return 
home. Deducting cost of living while here, 
and the transportation, the act was not 
in the midst of affluence after its short 
run, and appealed to the Marinelli local 
office for an adjustment of its contract. 

They were told that this was a matter 
which would have to be taken up with 
the Marinelli Paris office, but no sugges- 
tion was given how the funds to reach 
Paris could be obtained. 

The complaint to the License Commis- 
sioner against Marinelli followed. In the 
meantime friends who had heard of their 
plight secured a week at the Keith-Proc- 
tor Twenty-third Street Theatre, com- 
mencing June 3, when it is expected that 
further engagements will be forthcoming, 
as the act is reported to be an excellent 
one for summer parks. 

Anton Johnson, the New York repre- 
sentative for Marinelli, said to a VARIETY 
representative this week that the matter 
had been settled to the satisfaction of 
the Schenck-Marvello Troupe. 

Johnson claimed that the American 
booking was made in error. He stated 
that a cablegram from the Paris office 
of Marinelli’s to his New York branch 
was delayed in transmission for two 
weeks. During that time the act was 
booked and came over. Had the delayed 
cablegram been promptly received, accord- 
ing to Johnson, the act would not have 
left the other side, and he placed the 
blame on the cable company. 

Mr. Johnson concurred in the opinion 
that the act was innocent in the matter, 
and the question laid between the cable 
people and Marinelli, but he did not see 
how his office could be liable. Mr. John- 
son said they had suffered a double loss 
through the act: firstly, by the loss of 
commission when the salary was reduced, 
and secondly, by the total loss of com- 
mission when the closing took place. 

The head of the Schenck-Marvello 
Troupe is a member of the I. A. L. of 
Germany, and it is said he will lay the 
matter before the home body upon his 
return. 

Phil Apel, late of the Orpheus Comedy 
Four, has joined the Casino Comedy Four. 


ROOF GARDEN IN HARLEM. 


Harlem is to have a roof garden at 
last. Above the Alhambra Theatre will 
be the location, Workmen are now busily 
engaged in making the necessary addi- 
tions. 

The plans for the Alhambra were origi- 
nally drawn with this contingency in 
mind. It is expected that the opening 
will take place on June 17. 

Two shows daily will be given, the 
theatre proper remaining open over the 
summer and having matinees. 


LAFAYETTE’S LION ON A TEAR. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 24. 

The Great Lafayette has been talking 
to his lion “Prince.” “Prince” was a 
strong and fearsome creature in the by- 
gone happy days of his youth when he 
roamed the wilds of the Bronx Park Zoo, 
but that was long ago, and since he has 
been a member of the Lafayette show he 
has fallen into sloth and inactivity of 
age, refusing even to make savage sounds. 

So last week, while the show was at 
the Bijou here, Lafayette chided the beast 
for his laziness and told him to get busy. 
“Prince” took the rebuff to heart and 
Saturday night made good. 

Somebody left a bar down and the lion 
ambled into the street. The local papers 
next morning told how he had terrified 
the populace, attacked a cab horse and 
wrecked a drug store. The item was il- 
lustrated with a photograph of “Billy” 
Holmes, head usher at the Bijou, who al- 
most made himself a hero, and is highly 
colored. 

Lafayette and his corps of bold train- 
ers rounded “Prince” up in the prescrip- 
tion department of the pharmacy, where 
he was rending sponges, bath towels and 
eating scented soap in savage fury, and 
led him back to the theatre. 

Lafayette was required to put up a $cvv 
bond beside paying $65 to a hackman, 
$45 for damage to the drug store and 
$15 for the proprietor’s loss of trade. 

So Lafayette was the only person who 
was injured by the lion’s escapade, but 
the newspaper article was easily worth 
his loss.

Williams, has been printed, and is being 
distributed.

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IN THE OCEAN IN A BOX. 


Asbury Park, N. J., May 24. 

Brindamour, “the Jail Breaker,” is going 
all his fellow stage cracksmen one better 
here next week. Brindamour will be 
thrown into the ocean off the Casino pier, 
with feet and hands manacled, and nailed 
up in a packing case. 

“The Jail Breaker” plays the Casino 
next week. The local papers are giving 
considerable space to the possibilities of 
the expert drowning in the attempt. 

Brindamour offers to allow the police 
officials to handcuff him after searching 
his person; also invites the local depart- 
ment stores to furnish the packing case. 


FINE FRZE “AD” FOR COHAN. 
Chicago, May 24. 

It’s coming pretty “soft” for Geo. M. 
Cohan’s “50 Miles From Boston.” Abe 
Thalheimer is manager of the show, and 
that accounts for one portion of the re- 
sults, but the free advertising the play 
is receiving on the main thoroughfare of 
the city is due to the efforts of Geo. 
Silver. 

On State street, swung between two 
poles, and giving the visitor an impres- 
sion there is an election near, is a ban- 
ner calling attention to the Cohan show. 
Without influence, no theatrical company 
could secure the display, and the value 
can not be estimated in dollars and cents. 

Another record held is the run made 
from Pittsburg to this city. Mr. Thal- 
heimer told Fred B. Sankey, the city pas- 
senger agent of the Pennsylvania at Pitts- 
burg, that he wanted his troupe sent to 
Chicago in a hurry. Mr. Sankey said he 
would attend to it and he did. 

Over the Fort Wayne route, the Cohan 
show travelled 468 miles in 522 minutes, 
the record run for the distance on that 
road, exceeding the speed of the Pennsyl- 
vania’s fastest train for the same dis- 
tance by half an hour. 


MACE MUST OBTAIN CONSENT.

There will be a new “Flying” Ballet 
playing on the Klaw & Erlanger circuit 
commencing next season. It wil! be pre 
duced by the firm. The paraphernalia for 
the act is now in a storehouse. 


TRYING TO STOP WELCH. 
Moving papers and affidavits were filed 
in the Supreme Court before Justice Truax 
Thursday morning in an application for 
an injunction to prevent the playing of 
the sketch “At Ellis Island” by Joe Welch 
and company. Mrs. DeMille is behind the 


motion, declaring that the Welch playlet 
is a plagiarized version of her son’s (Will- 
iam C. DeMille) sketch “The Land of the 
Free,” which has been played four or five 
times about New York, with Robert Pay- 
ton Gibbs in the leading role. 

The hearing was adjourned until Tues- 
day morning. 

In answer, Welch filed a number of 
affidavits, in which the signers declared 
that they had seen both sketches and 
found no evidence of a “copy” in the 
Welch act. Statements are also submitted 
from various Ellis Island officials and at- 
taches setting forth that John Reinhart, 
who is the author of “At Ellis Island,” 
appeared frequently at the immigrant sta- 
tion down the bay and conducted an in- 
vestigation of the place and searched for 
material. Reinhart declares that he never 
saw the De Mille sketch. 

Welch says that he offered some time 
ago to buy “The Land of the Free” with 
the intention of putting it out of the field 
of Italian character acting, but it was 
tied up by an option held by Gibbs. Since 
starting the injunction proceedings, Welch 
declares the DeMilles have expressed a 
willingness to settle the matter out of 
court for $500 in cash and a like amount 
in Welch’s notes. 

Gibbs’ option on the piece expires Au- 
gust 15. An effort was made to get the 
manuscripts of both sketches before the 
court. All the data were taken and it is 
probable that a decision will be rendered 
some time next week. 

Welch is not playing this week, holding 
off until the salary question has been 
adjusted to his satisfaction. 


INTERNATIONAL PITCH PLEASES. 
Chicago, May 24. 

The adoption of the “International 
Pitch” in the orchestras of the Orpheum 
Circuit is assured through reports received 
at the Western Vaudeville Association 
from the various house managers. 

Martin, Beck, general manager of the 
Orpheum, gave the order directing that 
the orchestra leaders use it to secure uni- 
formity in the music at all of his theatres. 
With cne exception, the reports were al! 
favorable towards the change, artists 
agreeing as well. 


ST. LOUIS SITE SELECTED. 


St. Louis, May 24. 

It was announced this week that the 
new Klaw & Erlanger vaudeville theatre 
in this city would be located at the south- 
west corner of Twelfth and Locust 
streets. 

The building is to be completed within 
six months. Will J. Davis of Chicago 
will attend to the arrangements for K. & 
E. The property is owned by a realty 
company. 

This will give the William Morris Office 
in New York City two St. Louis vaude- 
ville houses to book, the American now 
building having already signed with that 
agency. The latter is not a K. & E. the- 
atre. 


Cc. F. U. REFERS AFFILIATION. 


The minutes of a recent meeting of the 
New York Central Federated Union con- 
tain this item: 

“The White Rats of America are not 
adverse to affiliating with the Central 
Federated Union, but declare that a refer- 
endum vote by its entire membership is 
necessary before they can further con- 
sider such a proposition. The matter is 
referred to the Actors’ National Protective 
Union of America.” 

This action and report are due to the 
representations of the C. F. U. and Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, made recently 
to the White Rats, in which the labor 
bodies demanded to know the artists’ atti- 
tude toward organized labor.

The Chicago opening of Andrew 
Mackay’s Circus has been postponed on 
account of the unsettled weather. The 
show will spread its canvas on the Lake 
Front the last week of May for an in- 
definite engagement. Hugh Coyle, general 
press representative, says the advance 
sale has been unusually large. Many 
prominent charitable organizations are 
taking active interest in the success of 
the circus as forty per cent, of the gross 
receipts will be turned over to the “Jour- 
nal’s Children’s Fund.” 





The Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows have a 
decided advantage this season over the 
Barnum-Bailey outfit through their street 
parade. This salient feature of a circus 
has been discarded by the “Big Show,” 
and while the billboards may read “Great- 
est Show on Earth,” the Barnum-Bailey 
circus carries no attraction for the young- 
ster of the country without its free morn- 
ing exhibition. The parade question is 
much more vital to the drawing powers 
of a circus than is usually credited. It 
acts on the country folk much like a 
county fair. Many a father has said to 
his hopeful, referring to Barnum-Bailey, 
“Never mind this circus, it has no parade. 
I’ll take you to the next one; that has a 
great big parade.” Where the farmer lives 
ten miles from the town and doesn’t 
relish the trip he must make if his children 
are to be pacified, this excuse goes a long 
way. The children bring their elders, 
and the Hagenbeck-Wallace parade is re- 
turning to the management many un- 
counted dollars. The Ringling Show has 
the benefit of a parade also, but the “Big 
Show” is “modern,” and losing money 
thereby. 





A “Flying Squadron” has been organ- 
ized by the Hagenbeck-Wallace com- 
bination. The show is running in three 
sections of cars. The first leaves the 
stand at 9 p. m., taking along all the loose 
trimmings of the circus. In the morning, 
when the other sections arrive at the 
next stand, the preliminaries have been 
gone through with, most of the stakes 
driven, the cook tent up, and the big top 
is thrown over in no time. On a long 
jump, the time thus gained is of im- 
mense importance. 





There is a disposition on the part of 
the circus sharps to blame the “Trust” 
heads for their poor generalship in leav- 
ing Brooklyn open for the invasion of the 
Wallace-Hagenback show June 10. Bar- 


num-Bailey, Forepaugh-Sells or the Ring- 
ling show might have slipped in there at 
any time before the middle of next month 
and made the entrance of the “outlaw” 
impracticable. In this connection it is 
recalled that the Wallace-Hagenbeck show 
dropped into Chicago several years ago 
under about the same conditions, They 
gave the first show under canvas that the 
Windy City had seen in years and turned 
away crowds. 





The Pawnee Bill and Buffalo Bill man- 
agers are in a rather curious position 
toward each other. Last winter Ool. 
Lillie entered into an arrangement with 
Arthur Vogelin, of the New York Hippo- 
drome, whereby he (the Colonel) was to 
pay $3,000 for the exclusive rights in the 
United States of “The Great Train Rob- 
bery,” Vogelin’s copyrighted property, 
which was shown at Luna Park, Coney 
Island, last summer. The contract ex- 
cepted New York and “White City,” Chi- 
eago, where the rights had already been 
sold. Now comes along Col. Cody and 
puts together a similar spectacle, calling 
it “The Great Holdup,” and as far as the 
Lillie forces have been able to find out 
there is no way to stop the showing of 
this spectacle. At least that is the as- 
sumption, Lillie having made no effort as 
yet to prevent it. Neither has any action 
been started by Vogelin. General Man- 
ager Fred Hutchinson of the Buffalo Bill 
show denies that his exhibition is a copy 
ot the Vogelin property. 


An action brought by Carter Coulurier, — 


a former advertising agent for Col. Will- 
iam F, Cody (“Buffalo Bill’), against 
George C. Tilyou to recover a salary of 
$50 a week for the summer of 1903, was 
decided for the plaintiff by Justice Day- 
ton in the Supreme Court in this county 
last week. House, Grossman & Vor- 
haus represented Mr. Coulurier. The suit 
arose out of the engagement at Tilyou’s 
Steeplechase Park, Coney Island, of Col. 
Cummins’ Wild West in 1903. At that 
time, it was brought out in court, Mr. 
Tilyou handed over the entire manage- 
ment of the Wild West show to Col. Cum- 
mins. The latter employed the advertis- 
ing agent to act in that capacity for the 
show. Tilyou repudiated the obligation 
and refused to pay his salary. 


Harry Earl, general press representative 
for the Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows, is ex- 
pected in New York Monday, the 27. 





The despatch from Pittsburg printed in 
ene of the local papers this week that 
there would be a combination between 
the big tented shows, including the Hag- 
enbeck-Wallace, had no foundation in fact, 
and was based upon the rumor that the 
Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows would play New 
York City before sixty days have passed. 
This they intend to do, although it can 
not be ascertained the exact location for 
the circus. Mysterious nods are passed 
when the Madison Square Garden is men- 
tioned, even though the Barnum-Bailey 
agreement with the Garden management 
is spoken of in connection therewith. 
After the Hagenbeck-Wallace plays Brook- 
lyn early in June, the Hippodrome will 
be closed, and if possible of utilization, 
could be the scene. It is declared posi- 
tively, however, that the combined circus 
will play New York City.

Four 
girls and five men make up the 
act. All of them are accomplished 


pianists and the selections involving all 
the instruments were impressive, to say 
the least. Their work was remarkably 
smooth and showed a care in preparation 
that might be practiced with profit by 
other producers. In addition to their musi-- 
cal talents four of the young men and the 
girls make up a first rate dancing and 
singing octet, which dresses and works 
in pretty close simulation of the Floradora 
sextet. Two of the girls, Gladys Lockwood 
and Audrey Maple, have little specialties, 
the latter with a song and the former with 
the “Gibson Girl” number and “I’d Rather 
Two-step Than Waltz, Bill” which served 
as the finish.

All the 
scenic equipment is especially made and 
attractive and the layout of the act is 
varied and pretty. The Pan-American 
Four, a capable male quartet, give a solid 
backing to the singing ensembles and have 
several neat dances, beside a quantity of 
off-stage singing that fits in nicely in the 
quiet tone of the offering. Artistic light- 
ing effects help out in the general effect. 
Mr. Johnson works in his old style, first 
as an old negro “uncle” and afterward in 
the very much dressed up minstrel “coon” 
fashion. There are no startling voices in 
the company, although a good average 
obtains, and the dozen members have been 
drilled to a high degree of skill in their 
dancing. The opening scene shows a 
pretty moonlight setting with the negro 
quarters of a Louisiana plantation in the 
eld days.

Ahrensmeyer fairly reeks of the “medi- 
cine’ show and dime museum, and who- 
soever is responsible for bringing him into 
New York should be fined 10 days’ pay 
after the punishment inflicted upon a re- 
creant policeman caught off beat. His 
announcer a la The Fays, first suggests 
the medicine show, and an inspection of 
the billing makes the suspicion almost a 
certainty. The caption that follows his 
name on the program is worth reprinting. 
Here it is: “First American Engagement, 
After Four Years in Europe’s Greatest 
Variety Halls—The Great AHRENS- 
MEYER. The New Psychic Force. Stands 
Unrivaled and Alone. Students, Medical 
Experts and Dentists Invited. The Mysti- 
fying and Only Dancing Trilby. Side- 
splitting Laughter at the Merry Antics of 
Irrepressible Subjects.” This is bad enough 
a thing to hand to a New York public.

unhappily true—in entire and complete 
“cow-puncher” costume. The “subjects” 
—nearly a score of them—are probably 
the most obvious paid assistants that ever 
walked across the “bridge.” Two carry 
the burden of the comedy work and de- 
liver fairly good laughs. The routine is 
old. For vaudeville of to-day Ahrens- 
meyer is in wrong. Whoever “handed” 
this to a Keith house displayed an ap- 
preciation of a Keith show not accepted 
by the management.

Phyllis Rankin and Harry Davenport. 
“The Goddess” (Comedy).

It is well enough when two “names” 
appear together for the first time in 
New York, and have something substantial 
to warrant an engagement. Both the prin- 
cipals in “The Goddess,” a light comedy 
effort, are known to New York theatre- 
goers, and doubtless have a drawing ca- 
pacity of greater or less extent. Miss 
Rankin and Mr. Davenport will not in- 
jure their artistic reputation by this 
vaudeville venture, although they will not 
raise it. The sketch is farcical and laugh- 
able, mildly so in both instances, and is in 
the “dream” class. A_ sculptor has 
chiseled a Diana, and after disposing of 
the statue for $10,000, it comes to life in 
his studio, and demands that his wife be 
slain so their love-making may proceed 
without interference.

“The Turn of the Tide” is a sentimental 
piece of writing, with a smattering of 
comedy; also some piano playing and sing- 
ing. It tells the tale of a burglar seeking 
a haven of refuge to be confronted by the 
man of the house, who is a cool, blase 
fellow, in love with a girl. The girl insists 
that he “do something,” so he reforms the 
burglar after saving the thief from the 
police. The story doesn’t furnish any in- 
formation whether the girls considers that 
sufficient. It is a quiet ending, with the 
man in deep thought, and lights down. The 
young woman in the case does not appear, 
although a policeman does. The Hammer- 
stein audience liked the act mildly. It is 
not suited to that atmosphere, and would 
be more appreciated in theatres having the 
family trade.

Appearing at 2:26 Monday after- 
noon in a “woodland” set, against the back 
drop of which the wires supporting the 
seven young women for their aerial maneu- 
vers were plainly seen, it had both the 
disadvantage of poor position for this 
style of act, and the loss of the illusion. 
The lighting effects were also either poorly 
judged or handled.

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DREAMLAND. 
“Dreamland,” Coney Island, opened its 
fourth season a week ago to-day. That 
is to say, the gates of the resort were 


thrown wide, but two of its new fea- 
tures, “The Feast of Belshazzar” and 
“The New Arabian Nights,” are still in 
the builders’ hands. The former replaces 
the “Midget City” and the other adjoins 
“Creation” in the corner of the square. 
Both were promised for opening early this 
week. 

There have been numerous changes since 
last season. The most striking is a fresh 
coat of green paint that throws the big 
tower into relief. At the base has been 
erected a new vaudeville stage, replacing 
the temporary affair that served the same 
purpose before. The little court in front 
has been shut off from the sight of the 
walks by a seven-foot high hedge of “prop” 
shrubbery of a peculiarly bluish hue that 
is most unconvincing. A summer garden 
cafe occupies the enclosure, the obvious 
conclusion being that an open view from 
the promenade did not react to the swell- 
ing of the bar receipts. A small helter- 
skelter has been added in this space. 

Considering the ideal weather condi- 
tions and the huge throng that visited the 
seashore Sunday, Dreamland’s attendance 
was extremely light. In the late after- 
noon there were fewer than 4,000 persons 
in the grounds. 

“The Great Divide” is another new fea- 
ture occupying the space formerly given 
over to the San Francisco spectacle. It 
is a roller chute, modeled somewhat upon 
the order of Luna’s “Mountain Torrent,” 
except that no water is used. This still 
lacks somewhat of completion. 

The Ozark shooting gallery has been 
moved down by the beach to make room 
for the “Arabian Nights” show and “Le 
Voyage En L’Air” has disappeared entire- 
ly. The incubator show, “Pharaoh’s 
Daughter,” somewhat improved “Hell 
Gate” and the “Swiss Mountain” ride are 
still in their old places. The latter show 
has the same expert barker as last year. 
He attracts more attention with his mega- 
phone voice and buffoonery than a steam 
caliope would, 

Bostock has his old stand and the ani- 
mal show was fairly well patronized Sun- 
day, as was also true of “Creation.” 

The outlay of considerable money is 
evidenced by an inspection of the resort, 
but it must be confessed that it does not 
frame up favorably with the other large 
standard resorts. It is brighter in appear- 
ance than “Steeplechase” and better laid 
out than “Luna,” but the well pleased 
crowds of pleasure seekers that are always 
present in the other two places are absent 
here. There are fewer free attractions, 
the beautiful ballroom being practically 
the only one. This was the most cheerful 
spot in the grounds. Rush.

If Mr. Williams wants a line on the 
publie’s appreciation of the different acts 
that go to make up his bills at the 
Orpheum he should watch the standees in 
the balcony. Here against the back wall 
he has solicitously provided a line of 
luxurious arm chairs and settees. When 
business is particularly good, and it ap- 
proaches a violation of the fire laws this 
week, a solid line of patrons ensconces 
itself in these seats. At the opening of 
every act the sitters move over to the rail 
for a look. If the offering be worthy they 
remain to see it through. Otherwise they 
settle back into their former state of 
semi-coma until the next. “The sleepers” 
were pretty active this week, paying close 
attention to the show, thanks to its uni- 
form merit. 

Emmett Corrigan shows an exquisite bit 
of sketch construction in his dramatic of- 
fering. Good literary taste stands out all 
over it. There is not a detail or item in 
the whole proceedings that carries with it 
the slightest offense against dramatic 
nicety. And yet it is put together by a 
hand skilled in the requirements of vaude- 
ville audiences. There comes to mind no 
better example of expert blending of 
comedy and melodrama. Mrs, Woodstock 
(Mae Joyce), who makes up the fourth 
hand at the card table, is a delightful bit 
of character writing and acting, and is 
introduced in just the right place and for 
the proper value. Individually and to- 
gether the four people make an easily 
moving acting organization. Particular 
credit is due May McCabe for making so 
neat and graceful a picture of the pale 
part of “the wife.” 

The Big City Quartet insists upon work- 
ing straight. In their evening clothes 
they do not make an impressive appear- 
ance and the tenor is built upon lines 
which were better concealed by the old 
comedy dressing. Their singing, however, 
made up for a lot that they lacked in 
appearance. 

Al Shean and Charles Warren go back 
to “Quo Vadis Upside Down,” which seems 
to have lost none of its old time laughing 
qualities. Even in their late place (to- 
ward eleven o’clock) they kept the house 
in a continual uproar with their foolish- 
ness. Mr. Shean’s German dialect role 
catches a laugh at his first entrance and 
the finish, wild as it is, sends the pair off 
to a solid laugh. 

The Four Melvins closed the show at 
just eleven, with their skillful acrobatic 
act. The boys are gaining in smoothness 
and style at every showing, although they 
use the same routine. An effective bit of 
“faking” is introduced to work up one 
of their leaps into a handstand. The 
understander does good work here. 

Swan and Bambard started the bill off 
nicely with their eccentric knockabout act, 
and the Dillon Brothers carried the good 
work along in the second. 

Vinie Daly grows somewhat breathless 
with her early dancing, and her singing 
is thereby injured a good deal. Wherefor 
it was as well that she used as little sing- 
ing as possible and confined herself to her 
dancing specialty. There is a good deal 
of hard work in the offering and Miss Daly 
looks extremely well with her pretty cos- 
tumes. 

Lasky, Rolfe and Company’s “The Piano- 
phiends” and George Primrose and Com- 
pany are under New Acts.

UNION SQUARE. 

Two manikin acts are given place on 
the Union Square bill this week, although 
a deceptive program so describes only one. 
The little figures in Bernar’s manikin act 
work by wires and the puppet show is an 
interesting exhibition. 

The other manikin act is that of Ah- 
rensmeyer (New Acts), a hypnotist, new 
to the city. His lay figures are “plants 
in the orchestra, and they likewise move 
in obedience to the jerking of wires, only 
in their case the wires are Ahrensmeyer’s 
purse strings. The similarity escaped no- 
tice of the management and by a curious 
circumstance Ahrensmeyer was made to 


follow Bernar. 
Mason and Keeler Company were the 


features. The sketch “A Hero” is direct 
and broad enough in its essentials to 
catch the intelligent appreciation of any 
audience. The slower wits may lose the 
more subtle bearings of Mr. Mason’s tough 
characterization, but the genial comedy 
of the playlet is bound to appeal even to 
the dullest. The finish has been changed 
about somewhat, and under the present 
arrangement the curtain falls upon an un- 
alloyed comedy line. This plan is per- 
haps in better accord with the atmos- 
phere of the piece, but it undoubtedly 
costs the players something in final ap- 
plause. 

Billy Van followed Mason and Keeler, 
undoubtedly a difficult place for a single 
talking comedian. Van, however, got 
away with the job in fair shape, although 
toward the end he was forced to fall back 
upon a pretty old story to score a re- 
luctant laugh. 

George B. Reno and company were 
called upon to finish the bill in the face 
of two distinctly comedy acts which had 
immediately preceded. The early part of 
the nonsensical skit fell a bit short on this 
account, but when the four men got down 
to their clowning at the finish the act 
went with a whoop. The introduction of 
a woman in the organization is a first 
rate idea. It lends variety to what was 
formerly a rather conscious effort to be 
funny and brings the buffoonery of the 
men into better contrast. 

The Italian Trio is remembered in this 
vicinity as a last summer’s “try-out” at 
Henderson’s, Coney Island. Now they bob 
up again in the two-a-day class in good 
company. The men sing well—indeed, too 
well. Their work is a trifle above the 
musical taste of ordinary vaudeville audi- 
ences, given straight as it is without the 
relief of picturesque dressing or comedy 
incidental. 

The Reiff Brothers dance and sing enter- 
tainingly, and do their specialty care- 
fully and with close attention to detail. 
No neater dressing for an act of this 
sort has been shown locally in a long 
time. Both men wear correctly cut blue 
serge suits that fit perfectly. They have 
agreeable voices and their dancing is well 
timed and splendidly executed. Tom 
Hearn gave his lazy juggling act to the 
usual percentage of laughs and Mlle. Vic- 
toria introduced a dog act that followed 
pretty closely upon the familiar lines. A 
first rate leaping series made a good finish. 

The others were Belle Earle, Levelle and 
Sinclair, Viola Duval and Frank Bowman 
(New Acts).

“If you can’t sing, whistle,” is an old 
time “song-plugger’s” line that applies 
with particular force to this week’s bill 
at the Twenty-third Street.

One of the exceptions was the act of 
Harrington and Lester (New Acts). Miss

The singing was consistently good, with 
special emphasis on that of Carroll John- 
(New Acts).

Vivian, of the Two Vivians. sharpshooters, 
started the ball rolling. She has two 
songs, introduced probably not so much

Miss Vivian does 
exceedingly well in her specialty, deliver- 
ing her conspicuously striking tricks with 
a commendable lack of ostentation and 
parade, although her skill might excuse 
her in some show of pride. The man of 
the act is one of the few members of an 
essentially “dumb” act who is able to make 
the necessary announcements with any- 
thing approaching grace and clearness. 

Netta Vesta returns with her singing 
act unchanged. She makes a graceful 
enough stage picture and her voice passes 
by a fairly comfortable margin, according 
to vaudeville standards, but she should 
keep abreast of the popular music market. 

Nita Allen and company contributed but 
one singing number to the ensemble, a 
popular novelty song by Frank Erwin 
Rodolph. This was the least of the offer- 
ing “Car Two, Stateroom One.” The 
sketch has plenty of good, clean comedy 
and novelty unlimited, beside its value as 
an act down stage. The dialogue is crisp 
and away from all the hackneyed lines. 
Miss Allen herself is a particularly capti- 
vating ingenue and Rodolph does nicely in 
a semi-straight role. 

Somebody has mistakenly told the 
Golden Gate Quintet that they can do 
dialect songs entertainingly. This is mis- 
directed effort. A negro organization of 
this sort can sing “rag” numbers in a 
manner not to be duplicated by their white 
brothers. The number in which the four 
men struggled with Hebrew dialect was 
excruciating. The Chinese song was little 
better, although the clowning of the come- 
dian made a certain percentage of the 
audience laugh. Cheap dressing and wigs 
that looked home made did not help the 
effect noticeably. In their “coon” songs 
and the dances the four did splendidly. 
They have the sure-thing, name-blown-in- 
the-bottle negro quality in their voices and 
secure harmony effects that cannot be 
duplicated by burnt cork imitators. All 
of which suggests the query, When will 
the colored vaudevillian learn that the 
public wants him in his real person? 
When he is genuine he is a natural enter- 
tainer. When he leaves his own field he 
becomes a hopeless amateur. 

Peter Donald and Meta Carson have 
a delightful offering in “one” called “Alex 
McLean’s Dream,” full of novel funni- 
ments and agreeable singing. Miss Car- 
son is an altogether captivating figure in 
her little kilties and Donald makes a funny 
Scotchman. 

The Four Bards closed the show in their 
premier acrobatic specialty.

Phyllis 
Rankin and Harry Davenport (New Acts) 
may have also contributed somewhat to 
the large attendance for this season of the 
year. 

Miss Victoria is singing “Summer 
Blouses,” an English number, heard for 
the first time. The song does not follow 
the usual English style of telling a con- 
cise story or being melodious. The singer 
was kept on the stage an unusually long 
time, the audience resolving itself in an 
applause brigade towards the last, and 
clapping hands regularly and steadily un- 
til another selection was rendered. 

A big number in point of approval met 
with was La Belle Blanche. On the same 
stage where she was but just preceded by 
Elsie Janis, La Belle Blanche in her im- 
personations became decidedly well 
thought of. This girl’s most urgent need 
at present is to have someone take hold of 
her, and arrange her offering. Now it is 
too short. She is giving five or six imi- 
tations and singing a solo in fifteen min- 
utes. The solidity of the audience’s re- 
ception may be taken as an indication of 
the prominent vaudeville number she could 
become with able coaching. 

In established favor were the Kratons, 
colored, with their hoop-rolling, before 
they bad been on the stage two minutes. 
It is a neat act in dress, appearance and 
work. The young girl could easily be 
mistaken for a white person, without any 
attempt on her part to disguise her race. 
Mr. Kraton is using a trifle too much 
rouge. The hoops are manipulated rapidly 
and accurately. Kraton is bounding them 
from the floor to a greater height than 
his competitors, and the double roll around 
the “school house” is still the star feat- 
ure, although the audience liked every bit, 
even the fast club throwing, with the girl 
at the receiving end. 

Hal Merritt drew three pictures, giving 
imitations and talk, without any marked 
departure from his former routine, and 
Guyer and Crispi played their acrobatic, 
pantomimic, dancing, comedy sketch. 

Felix, Barry and Barry, opening the 
second half, were the second big hit of 
the show, responding to several curtain 
calls, which were well stage managed each 
time by Mr. Felix.

MAJESTIC (Lyman B. Glover, mgr. for Kohl & 
Castle. Monday rehearsal 9).—William Bramwell 
and Eleanor Gordon are retained for a second week 
and present a satirical farce entitled ‘‘Cupid at 
Home.’’ It is cleverly written, although the 
theme is not new or original. It served the play- 
ers and entertained. The Olivatti Troubadours 
rendered musical selections artistically, the violin- 
ist especially having exceptional ability. May 
Tully and company in ‘Stop, Look and Listen” 
ean be credited with a genuine hit. Miss Tully 
in burlesque imitations and expression in emo- 
tional acting showed that she is possessed of un- 
common dramatic ability. Spencer Kelly and 
Frederick Rose know how to sing and both have 
good voices which harmonize well. Julius Tannem 
delivers his string of jokes and stories so rapid- 
ly that it would be difficult to trace any one 
“‘joke’’ and credit it with creating the most laugh- 
ter. Besnah and Miller offered a versatile sing- 
ing and dancing act. The voice of the male mem- 
ber is lost by the sharp low monotone of the 
‘ woman, who dresses well and is quite active in 
everything she does. Both are good dancers and 
were liked, but would do much better if they 
eliminated a few familiar jokes in the ‘‘duet.’’ 
Joseph Hart’s ‘‘Dancing Daisies’’ is the only nov- 
elty on the bill. It is a ‘‘girl act,’’ resplendent 
and diverting. The scenic effects are pretty. 
Sharp Brothers scored with their singing and 
dancing, ‘‘If the Man in the Moon Were a Coon 
and ‘‘Linda’’ were liberally applauded. ‘They are 
excellent dancers and have refined, neat methods. 
The Four Lincolns offered a sketch entitled ‘‘Dr. 
Dippy’s Dull Day.’’ ‘The demeanor of one of 
the men dressed as a woman is too coarse and 
unnatural in the extreme. The character borders 
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on the disgusting ‘‘sissy’’ class and is entirely 
uncalled for. The other female ‘‘impersonator’’ 
behaved well enough to pass unnoticed. The 
singing in ‘‘one’’ is good, the voices blending. 
The comedy portion of the act should change. 
Henry Frey has a number of good stories and 
parodies and delivered them in an effective man- 
ner. Olney and Cunningham need a new act. 
They have used ‘‘Jiu-Jitsu’’ for one year. No 
audience is willing to be bored with long speeches 
about spiritualism, unfunny dialogue and inconse- 
quential situations. The act drags tediously and 
the amazing part is that they continue with it so 
long. A better sketch adopted to their abilities 
would doubtless give them more opportunity. ‘The 
slender woman should wear long dresses. 

EMPIRE (William Singer, mgr.).—The Fay 
Foster Company holds forth at this new West Side 
burlesque theatre, presenting ‘Do All’ and 
‘*Kelly’s Hotel.’’ The former is a _ pretentious 
operatic satire with tuneful music and some good 
singing. The performance is more brisk and 
wholesomely devoid of any objectionable features. 

TROCADERO (I. M. Weingarden, mgr.).—The 
‘Casino Girls,’’ formerly known as ‘‘Night Owls,’’ 
is the attraction this week. The show has been 
changed around almost completely since its pre- 
vious engagement early in the season and is headed 
by Nat. and Sol. Fields, both Chicago favorites. 
Carrie Seitz is conspicuous in both pieces, ‘*Wirl- 
I-Wigle’’ and ‘‘Fiddle-Dum-Dum,’’ a concoction of 
Weber & Fields’ dialogue and action, affording 
good entertainment. In the olio appears Susie 
Fisher, Stewart and Raymond, Bowman Brothers, 
Belle Hathaway and her performing baboons. 
This is the last week of the regular season at this 
house.

ORPHEUM (Martin Beck, gen. mgr.).—Week 
12: Volta, whose fame rests upon his ability to 
absorb an electric current of a voltage that al- 
lows him to ignite cigars, etc., when brought into 
contact with his person, was put forward as the 
topliner, but failed to hold down the place in 
face of the competition of a strong comedy act, 
the best we have seen since ‘‘The Dude Detec- 
tive.’’ Matthews and Ashley with their ‘‘Smashb- 
up in Chinatown,’’ stepped to first place in public 
favor. Ashley as the Hebrew showed to advan- 
tage and helped a lot, but it was the ‘‘dopey 
eabby’’ of Matthews that carried the act to 
prominence. Ethel McDonough made a hit with 
her playing of the drum. Kramer and Bellclaire 
took more delight in displaying their muscular de- 
velopment than did the house in viewing them.

Unusually cold weather continues to have its 
good effect upon the crowds at the variety houses. 

The Orpheum’s bill is well balanced and strong. 
Lee Harrison heads it with his new monologue. 
The ‘‘Sherlock Holmes’’ song is the feature. The 
Six Glincerettis follow with acrobatics cleverly 
done. Martinettie and Sylvester do the same 
style act that Rice and Prevost have made fa- 
moys. Their act is finished and difficult. Bell- 
man and Moore get good receptions and so do 
the Fitzgibbon-McCoy Trio in ‘‘A Mischievous 
Boy.’’ Gallagher and Barrett have a really good 
travesty called ‘‘The Battle of Too Soon.’’ Haw- 
thorne and Burt, billed as ‘‘original comicalities,’’ 
may be original, but they are out of their ele- 
ment, and Peter Griffin, who tried to do a song 
and dance and monologue act fell down with a 
dull thud. But the boy can certainly dance and he 
should confine himself solely to this branch of 
the work. Carl and Mary Ohm’s animals open 
to good applause. A feature of the Orpheum’s 
bills is the excellent orchestra directed by 
Charles L’Orage. Mr. L’Orage puts up a pro- 
gram of operatic music for the intermissions each 
week that is greatly appreciated. He has the 
best theatre orchestra in the city. 

Keith puts up a fine show this week, topped 
by the Metzetti troupe of acrobats. It is an 
unusual tumbling act and the feature is little 
Florenze, who does a triple somersault from a 
pedestal to a man’s shoulder—bringing the house 
to its feet. The entire act is a sensation. ‘‘The’’ 
Quartet is back again, singing without a flaw. 
Norton and Nicholson in ‘‘Ella’s All Right’’ have 
a laughable act but it is a trifle overdone. Barn- 
old’s dog and monkey pantomime is one of the 
best acts on the list and gets a great laugh. 
The Musicai Avolos with their xylophones, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jimmy Barry, Knight Brothers and 
Sawtelle in some crack-a-jack dancing; Leroy and 
Woodford, chatterers; Frances Knight, singing 
comedienne; Paul Stephens, balancing; Lee Broth- 
ers, dancers and skaters; Amos, comedy juggler, 
and Norton and Russell, quick changers, complete 
the bill. 

The Lyceum’s stock company is on its second 
week with a fairly good bill. Bessie and Madge 
Gordon do an athletic and boxing act that would 
be greatly improved if the girls would drop all 
the talk and do a straight sight act. The talk 
is worthless, poorly worked up and spoils the act. 
An improvement could well be made in the illus- 
trated song act of Bohannon and Corey, also, if 
the woman would come out from behind the 
screen to sing. Otherwise the act is good. Bes- 
sie Rosa, the comedienne of the olio, chills the 
audience against her at the start. When she 
learns to act less stiffly she will be better. Niblo 
and Spencer do a capital singing and dancing 
act that is short and leaves a good impression. 
The burlesque is called ‘‘It Happened In Yacht- 
land.’’ It contains some fine singing, particularly 
the duet by Annie Goldie and T. O’Brien, but the 
piece is reminiscent of ‘‘Pinafore,’’ from which 
it evidently was lifted bodily. It goes all right, 
however, except for the fact that the chorus does 
not have enough to do to keep up the interest.

Burlesquers this week. Most all of the favorites 
who held the stage so long here last season came 
back, and the musical carnival arranged by Vio- 
lette Mascotte went with a vim. The feature of 
the regular bill was the appearance of Ben Ben- 
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ton, known as ‘‘Rob Roy,’’ in a gladiatorial ex- 
hibition which included such punchers as Joe 
Lannon, Ike Weir, Steve Mahoney, Kid McGov- 
ern, Young Corbett and Young Saxe. ‘The Fe- 
male Minstrels,’’ with George B. Alexander as in- 
terlocutor and Henry Myers and Fred Bowman 
on the ends was also a feature which brought in 
the burlesque girls. The olio included Brown, 
Harris and Brown; Irving Jones, George B. Alex- 
ander and company in a farce; Stevenson and 
Nugent, singers; Dailey and Austin, comedy 
sketchists; Hanson, magician, and Wally Clark, 
German comedian.

CHESTNUT STREET OPERA HOUSE (Klaw & 
Erlanger, mgrs.).—Foreign talent predominates 
in this week’s bill, carrying off the honors in an 
entertainment which teems with good _ things 
almost from start to finisk. It was natural to 
expect much from Alice Lleyd, the English music 
hall favorite who has been heralded as Vesta 
Victoria’s rival, and the little comedienne ‘‘made 
good’’ in every sense of the word. With a num- 
ber of tuneful English songs, most of which had 
the audience humming after the first chorus, Miss 
Lloyd scored a hit of large dimensions. A close 
comparison with Miss Victoria is unwarranted, 
inasmuch as Miss Lloyd revealed a style and per- 
sonality sufficiently individualized as to be quite a 
different sort of entertainer. Equally successful 
were the MecNaughtons, also of London. The style 
of comedy used by this pair is extremely droll. 
Much of it not new is given in an entirely new 
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dress and original manner which won favor which 


been eclipsed by any act of its kind seen 
long time. Willy Zimmerman, another 
imported entertainer, repeated his impersonations 
of more or famous musical composers and 
directors Zimmerman introduces each impersona- 
tion in a sort of a picture-posing manner which 
does not help the act any. He also continues to 
depend upon the imagination of his audience in 
the impersonations of composers unknown except 
by name and the fame of their successes. Ham- 
merstein, Maurice Levi and Sousa were exception- 
ally well done. The Clemenso Brothers, not new 
here, opened the bill with a mixture of melody 
and comedy, much of which bears marks of con- 
tinued use and old age. The novelty has long 
since been worn off. Eva Mudge showed her famil- 
iar character change singing specialty. Miss 
Mudge reads lines in a sing song manner which 
shonld be improved upon or dropped altogether. 
Her act was well liked. W. C. Fields, the ec- 
centrie juggler was cordially received in a famil- 
iar routine of tricks. In addition to Fields being 
a capable juggler, his quiet mannerisms, droll 
comedy and individuality are a sure-fire hit and 
his pool-table tricks make a splendid finish, win- 
ning several curtain calls. James J. Corbett, the 
most successful of pugilists who have left the ring 
for the stage, was the last of three ‘‘single acts’’ 
which appeared in a row. Corbett used much the 
same monologue as on previous visits to this city. 
Some of his stories, which were based on personal 
incidents in his puglistic career, are new, and with 
several of the best of his old ones formed a line 
of talk that was entertaining. He tells his stor- 
ies better than ever and there is a vast improve- 
ment in his stage manner. He was warmly re- 
ceived and left his audience in good humor. There 
were two holdovers, Karno’s ‘‘Night In a London 
Music Hall’’ and George M. Cohan's ‘Governor's 
Son.’’ 

KEITH'S (H. T, Jordan, mgr.).—The bill this 
week savors much of what might be termed ‘‘old 
time’’ variety, the absence of a dramatic sketch 
and a surplus of comedy, singing and dancin 
gives flavor that was very pleasing. Despite that 
nearly every act has been seen in this city be- 
fore, the whole made up a first class, bright and 
snappy entertainment. There were two sketches 
and both of them proved laugh-winners. Junie 
McCree returned with his ‘‘Man From Denver,’’ in 
which McCree gives a really artistic impersonation 
of a ‘‘dope-fiend.’’ The story is cleverly woven, 
with a spice of comedy and a sentimental finish 
that is refreshing, and with skillful work by the 
principal and his company, which remains the 
same as before, was warmly welcomed.
